1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  lor  the  year  1960. 

I'he  Medical  ('tilieer  of  Health  during  I960  was  Dr.  P.  P.rodbin  wIk'  resigned  I'rom 
the  appointment  early  in  1961. 

During  the  year  there  were  120  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  and,  of  those, 
measles  was  resp^msible  for  IIS.  It  is  heartening  to  note  that  there  was  no  new  case  of 
'Puberculosis  in  the  district  but  this  should  tiot  deter  people  IVom  the  idea  that  having  an 
annual  chest  X-Ra\-  is  necessarw  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  still  visits  Loftus  annually 
with  an  open  invitation  for  e\er\body  t(’>  come  along  and  the  operation,  which  is  quite 
painless,  only  takes  a  matter  of  seconds.  The  public,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  have  responded 
very  well  to  the  invitation. 

Dwelling  on  morbid  statistics  there  were  92  deaths  in  the  district  and  of  these  Diseases 
of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  were  the  chief  cause  of  death  with  Dancer  a  near  second. 
It  is  heartening  to  note  that  the  common  diseases  of  children,  i.e.  Measles,  Whooping 
Dough,  Scarlet  I'ever  were  not  the  cause  of  any  death. 

'I'he  births  in  the  district  totalled  145  w'hich  gave  a  birth  rate  of  18.7  per  thousand 
population,  which  is  above  the  figure  of  17.1  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  here  that  the  number  of  deaths  in  children  under  one  _\'ear  has  fallen 
to  3  which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  20.7  per  thousand  live  births.  (In  1959  there 
were  5  deaths  with  a  rate  of  35.7  per  thousand). 

The  public  responded  \'er\'  w^ell  in  their  attendances  at  clinics  and  the  good  work  of 
prevention  of  diseases  by  immunization  continued. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Dhairman  and  Members  ol'  the  Health 
Dommittee;  Mr.  Ellison,  Dlerk  of  the  Douncil;  Mr.  Ransom  Surveyor  and  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  Mr.  Murray,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  their  help  and 
co-operation.  I  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  great  help  and  hard  work  of  .Mr. 
Xuttall  and  Miss  Eox  in  the  District  Health  Ollice.

'The  samples  obtained  in  the  Liverton 
area  shew  that  the  quality  of  the  water  is  below  standard,  but  this  question  is  being  given 
urgent  consideration  by  the  t'ouncil  in  an  ett'ort  to  improve  both  the  quality  and  the  quantity 
ot'  the  water  supplied.

Of  these  samples,  one  failed  the  Phosphatase  test  after  four 
hours.  I’he  dealer  in  question  was  interviewed  and  further  samples  were  taken,  these  all 
proving  satisfactory.

Meat  Inspection 

'There  are  four  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  district,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  100 ‘fi,  inspection  is  now  possible  for  all  meat  slaughtered  within  the  district, 
and  for  this  purpose  536  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  during  the  year.  During 
the  year,  the  report  on  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  as  required  b\'  Statute,  was  prepared 
and  submitted.

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  an  increase  in  the  number  of  conversions  of  pail  closets  and 
privies  to  the  water  carriage  system.  During  the  year  there  were  32  conversions  bringing 
the  total  number  of  houses  with  the  water  carriage  system  to  2,554  and  reducing  the 
number  of  houses  without  to  1 93. 

Owners  of  property  are  notified  of  the  grant  paid  by  the  Council  towards  the  cost 
of  converting  to  the  water  carriage  system  when  sanitary  pans  are  reported  as  being 
defective.  "This  grant  plus  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  sanitary  pans  has  greatly  assisted 
towards  the  increased  number  of  conversions. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

"The  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  district,  except  for  isolated  dwellings,  has 
been  maintained  on  a  weekly  basis  throughout  the  year  under  review.  "This  has  been 
possible  by  using  additional  transport  and  men  to  augment  the  regular  collection  team  to 
cover  time  lost  on  Public  Holidays. 

tiontrolled  tipping  is  still  being  carried  out  in  the  North  Road  refuse  tip,  but  trouble 
has  again  been  experienced  by  unauthorised  persons  gaining  access  to  the  tip,  and  in  a 
number  of  cases  starting  fires  which  have  been  dilficult  to  control. 

'The  new  tipping  site  at  Deepdale  has  been  purchased.  It  is  hoped  to  bring  this  tip 
into  operation  in  the  near  future,  and  to  complete  the  final  work  of  closing  the  North 
Road  tip  and  leaving  a  reasonably  level  field.

Moveable  Dwellings. 

1  he  position  w  ith  regard  to  the  siting  of  caravans  and  tents  has  been  clarified  a 
little  with  the  Ciaravan  vSites  and  (  ontrol  ol'  DeveUipment  Act  1960,  which  came  into 
operation  on  the  29th  August,  I960.  'This  did  not  afiect  the  position  regarding  caravan 
sites  lor  the  current  \ear,  but  it  does  give  the  l.ocal  Authority,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Planning  Authorit\ .  more  power  ti'  deal  with  caravan  sites. 

During  the  year  four  \  isits  were  paid  to  the  (me  site  licensed  and  no  unsatislactory 
conditions  were  found. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

I'he  disposal  of  sewage  is  carried  out  by  discharging  into  the  sea  and  during  the  vear 
under  review  there  liave  been  no  complaints  received  in  connection  with  the  sewer  outfall. 

Blockages  on  the  smaller  sewers  continue  to  occur,  and  on  a  number  of  occasions 
these  have  been  found  to  be  caused  b\-  abuse.  Included  amongst  articles  removed  have 
been  small  paraffin  lamps,  scrubbing  brushes  and  metal  teapot  lids,  articles  w'hich  bv 
normal  usage  would  ne\  er  be  expected  to  be  found  in  a  sewer. 

During  the  _\  ear  field  work  was  commenced  in  connection  with  the  extension  of  the 
sewer  at  Easington  to  seiwe  the  w’hole  of  the  village.  When  this  scheme  is  completed 
only  Liverton  Village  and  outlying  farms  in  the  area  will  be  without  adequate  sew'erage 
facilities. 

New  drainage  work  on  the  Council’s  housing  schemes  and  also  on  private  development 
continues  to  be  tested,  and  where  practicable  the  water  test  is  applied.  Advice  on  suitable 
drainage  lay-outs  is  also  gi\en  wdien  required. 

In  this  connection  the  co-operation  between  local  contractors  and  my  department 
has  been  very  good,  and  notification  of  drainage  work  has  been  consistently  submitted, 
thus  enabling  this  work  to  proceed  efficient!)'  and  smoothly. 

Clean  Air  Act. 

The  deposit  gauge  purchased  b\'  the  Cktuncil  has  now  been  in  operation  for  a  period 
of  tweh'e  months  and  the  Ibllowing  table  gives  the  amount  in  tons  deposited  over  a  square 
mile.  It  should  be  pointed  out  however,  that  this  applies  only  to  the  actual  area  of  the 
deposit  gauge,  which  is  situated  in  close  proximity  to  the  chimneys  of  the  Gas  Works  at 
Skinningrove.  At  this  point  the  gauge  receives  the  direct  fall-out  from  these  chimneys, 
plus  any  fall-out  I'rom  the  Skinningnwe  Iron  Works,  consequent!)  the  readings  are 
exceptionally  high,  and  should  not  be  accepted  as  readings  for  the  district  as  a  whole  or 
for  the  area  of  Skinningrove.
